“All persons w’ho shall buy liquid 
fuels on which the tax imposed by 
this act shall have been paid and 
shall consume the same in 
the 
operation of stationary engines or in 
the operation 6T tractors or other 
machinery used exclusively for agri­ 
cultural purposes on their own lands 
either as owner, tenant or lessee, 
and on only such highways as run 
through 
and 
contiguous to such 
lands shall be entitled to a refund of 
such tax. 
All such claims for re­ 
fund shall be made by affidavit in 
such form and containing such in ­ 
form ation and be presented within 
such time as the board of finance 
revenue by rules and regulations 
shall prescribe. 
The board may re­ 
quire such proof of information as 
it shall deem necessary. 
Any per­ 
sons making any false or fraudulent 
affidavit for th e purpose of a refund 
of the tax shall be guilty of perjury."

Hitler, protector of Bohemia and 
Moravia, sponsor and guarantor of 
Slovakia, joined his vast cavalcade 
of soldiers pouring into .shattered 
Czechoslovakia today while Czechs 
cried bitter “Pfui.s” at his tanks 
rumbling 
through 
the .streets of 
Prague. 
Inform ed persons said th a t C han­ 
cellor H itler would reach Prague on 
Friday and that the interval would 
be 
used 
by black-uniformed S.S. 
guards—the 
security 
service—to 
make sure th a t no untoward inci­ 
dent would attend the fuehrer’s tri­ 
um phant entry into the ancient 
capital of old Czechoslovakia. 
This is in keeping with a practice 
observed during two previous entries 
into capitals of annexed territory. 
G erm an troops entered A ustria 
March ll. 
Two days later Hitler 
entered Vienna. 
The Sudetenland 
was taken over October I, 1938. Two 
days later the chancellor went to the 
principal Sudeten cities, Ascii and 
Eger. 
All Parts of Germany 
The swastika flies over Bohemia 
and Moravia, which have become in 
effect merely parts of the greater 
Germ an reich and probably will be 
less independent than m ast pro­ 
tectorates. 
They 
were shorn of 
arm ies and power over their foreign 
affairs and lacked even a common 
name. 
Before the day Is over H itler is 
expected to proceed Uke a conqueror 
of old into Hradceny castle, Prague's 
famous fortress residence of Czecho­ 
slovakia’s presidents and the burial 
vault of men who made glorious 
Bohemian history.

ENGLISH PACT 


Growers of apples in A d a m s 
county, as well as growers in other 
counties of the state, are in a posi­ 
tion to be aided directly by the con­ 
cession secured or* fresh apples in 
the trade agreem ent between the 
United States and the United King­ 
dom, which became effective Jan u ­ 
ary I, according to a statem ent 
from the Departm ent of Commerce 
at Washington, D. C., today.

“Exports of apples are of vital 
interest to American growers inas­ 
much as one-tenth of the United 
States production of fresh apples 
enters into export trade. The U nit­ 
ed Kingdom has long been the most 
im portant m arket for American fresh 
apples. 
United States exports to 
th at country in 1937 amounted to 
approximately $4,675,000, or 40 per 
cent of the total United States ex­ 
ports of fresh apples. 
Better Competitive Basis 
“The agreem ent placed American 
fresh apples on a better competitive 
basis 
with 
those 
originating 
in 
British Empire countries, the latter 
being allowed duty-free entry. The 
United Kingdom reduced the im port 
duty on non-British fresh apples 
from four shillings to six pence 
(about 
$1.06) 
per 
hundredweight 
(112 
pounds) 
to 
three 
shillings 
($0.70) 
per hundredweight during 
the period August 16 to April 15. in­ 
clusive. Thus, in addition to the re­ 
duction in the import duty by one- 
third, the preference to fresh apples 
from British Empire countries was 
also reduced by one-third. This sea­ 
sonal reduction covers the period 
when the bulk of American ship­ 
ments of fresh apples are made to 
the United Kingdom. 
“In addition to this reduction in 
the import duty on fresh apples, re- 
ductlons also have been obtained in 
the agreements with Haiti, Sweden, 
Canada, the Netherlands, Colombia, 
Finland and El Salvador. 
In the 
agreement with France the import 
quota on fresh apples was increased, 
and in the agreem ent with Switzer­ 
land the existing quota was bound. 
The existing rates of im port duty 
were bound in the agreem ents with 
Cuba, Belgium. Brazil, the Nether­

Benefits Listed 
“While it cannot be expected th at 
reductions 
in 
foreign 
duties 
on 
American products will progressively 
increase the sales of these American 
products year after year, it is rea­ 
sonable to assume th a t in such cases 
we will sell more of these products 
than if the duty had not been re­ 
duced. 
Since exports of any given 
product tend to strengthen prices by 
reducing the supply available for 
domestic consumption, exports of 
such a product are of direct benefit 
to those areas which produce only 
for domestic consumption as well as 
those producing for export.”

Agriculture Students in Four 
Schools Finish 107 Projects; 
Profit for Year Totals $1, 


A summary of the results of the 
107 projects in vocational agricul­ 
ture which were completed by boys 
in 
t h e 
Gettysburg, 
Biglerville, 
Arendtsville and New Oxford high 
schools during the school year of 
1937-1938 has just been completed 
showing fine production records in 
m any instances. 
The boys produced nearly 4,000 
bushels of corn, almost 12,000 pounds 
of pork, hundreds of bushels of 
many types of vegetables and truck 
patch products in addition to dairy 
products and small grains. 
The summary, which was released 
by 
Richard C. Lighter. A d a m s 
county vocational agriculture adviser, 
shows th a t the boys produced an 
average of 132 bushels of field com 
to the acre; their garden and truck 
yield was worth an average of $58.87 
per acre and the potato crops aver­ 
aged 119.1 bushels per acre. 
Garden Projects Numerous 
G arden and truck projects were 
most numerous a t 41. 
There were 
21 poultry projects, 20 in swine, 13 
corn raising, three dairy and an 
equal num ber of potato projects, two 
home Improvement projects and one 
in the propagation of small grains. 
Twenty-one projects were not fin­ 
ished due in part to the fact tiiat 
some of the boys had to leave school. 
Ninety-two of the pupils completed 
a project, seven finished two pro­ 
jects each and one boy finished three 
projects. Of the 116 boys enrolled, 
IOO finished the work they under­ 
took. 
Arendtsville vocational high school 
had the largest num ber of boys e n ­ 
rolled in the vocational agriculture 
course. The number by schools fol­ 
lows; Arendtsville, 41; Biglerville, 
36; Gettysburg, 19, and New Oxford, 
20. 
The boys a t G ettysburg high 
had the only IOO per cent completion 
record of any school in the county. 
Financially, tho boys realized an 


J "average labor income per pupil” of 
t$30 07. 
There was a net profit of 
$1,754 99 on the projects, while totol 
labor income is placed a t $3,007.03 
Mr. Lighter has listed the total 
yields from the various projects as 
follows:

I attended an elaborate showing of women’s gowns, displayed on an 
open stage by beautiful Chinese girls — gowns from the long ago down to 
the m odern styles. 
The exhibition ended with a beautiful sword dance 
by a lovely Chinese girl in costume. 
The Chinese are a very cordial and courteous people, here in this 
Chinatown. 
M any of them are finely educated and the district is grow­ 
ing more progressive with each year. In no other place in America can 
be seen such an interesting num ber of stores and shops conducted by 
these quiet people. Here is published The Chinese Digest, tile only pub­ 
lication of its kind in the United States. It appears monthly. 
The Chinese young women, in their beautiful costumes, fascinated my 
interest. 
They axe: very intelligent, w ith gentle speaking voioes -r. and 
some of them so delicate and beautiful in form th a t they seem alm ost to 
have been loaned from some celestial sphere!

FIRE COVERS 
1 5,090 ACRES 
OF EVERGLADES 


Fort Lauderdale, Fla., March 15 
(AP) — A fire so huge th a t it gen­ 
erated rain slowly ate into nearly 
15,000 acres of muck soil in the 
Everglades west of here today. 
The smoke pall over the blazing 
area obscured the sun and delayed 
air traffic between Miami and the 
north. 
Acres of Sawgrass, baked by 
the heat, caused the flames to spread 
rapidly. 
A column of intense smoke, rising 
perhaps a mile high, covered the 
area north and west of the burning 
mucklands. From th e smoke a slow 
drizzle of m uddy rain fell, caused 
by the heat of the fire. 
Ernest Carson, Miami meteorolo­ 
gist, said blazes of such extent and 
intensity are rare, but when they 
occur they frequently generate their 
own rain. 
The heat causes a large 
column of air to ascend rapidly, ex­ 
panding as it rises. 
T he expansion 
brings on condensation 
of water 
vapor which falls as rain, he said. 
Southeasterly winds were expected 
to keep the smoke away from Miami 
and other coastal centers today. The 
white shroud 
th a t covered those 
cities Tuesday slowed traffic, caused 
ten automobile collisions. 
Two hundred men 
with plow’s, 
tractors and drags made little head­ 
way against th e blaze, one of the 
largest in the history of white men 
in Florida.

I forms a black peat that covers the 
I barren coral bedrock to a depth 
j varying from a few inches to 16 or 
j 18 feet. 
W hen dry, this pest will 
burn, often through its complete 
depth, giving off a dull, red flame 
and vast quantities of acrid smoke.
